OPEN LETTER TO ALL AMATEURS 
By Larry Price, W4DQD, 
Director S.E. Division ARRL 


As you may know already, the F.C.C. has proposed the taking of a 
portion of our 220 MHz amateur band to set up a new Citizens Band, 
to be called the Class E CB band! Frankly, I am shocked that the 
F.C.C. would give serious consideration to a proposal that would set 
up a new CB band at all, but to propose taking frequencies away 
from law-abiding amateurs to set up such service is, to me, com- 
pletely unthinkable. Yet that is exactly what the F.C.C. is con- 
sidering doing. We must not let this happen! 

Vice Director Roux and I have just returned from a meeting of 


the League’s Board of Directors. We unanimously voted to do 
everything in our power to stop this unwarranted attack on an 
amateur band. Be assured that the League will use all available 
resources to retain our amateur privileges and frequencies. If it 
should become necessary, we are committed to using both judicial 
and legislative channels in this matter. But we need your help too! 
First of all, please read the editorial on page 9 of the August, 1973 
QST which discusses the basic situation we find ourselves in. The 
full text of the proposal begins on page 88 of the same issue. Back- 
ground information on the League’s opposition is on page 81 of the 
April, 1972 issue of QST. 

Help us oppose this Docket 19759 by writing to the F.C.C. Don’t 
just register your opposition, send facts to the F.C.C. on why we 
should retain our privileges and they should not be used to create a 
new CB band in the 220 MHz amateur band. If at all possible, send 
the F.C.C. the 14 copies they ask for. Yes, I know that’s a lot of 
duplicating Iam asking you do do. Surely it’s worth it because this 
puts a copy on the desk of each of the seven F.C.C. Commissioners 
and each of the heads of major F.C.C. bureaus. Send your letter to: 

Federal Communications Commission 

Washington, D.C. 20554 
and mark your paper at the top, ‘“‘Docket 19759.’’ It would also be a 
big help if you would send a copy along to me and to League 
Headquarters. 

This must be a group effort to be successful. Give us all a hand in 
stopping this outrageous proposal. 

It may well be that later on we will want to contact our Senators 
and Congressmen to make sure that they are informed on all of the 
aspects of this proposal. I don’t think we should do it just yet. For 
right now, while this is still in the preliminary stage, let’s con- 
centrate on the F.C.C. directly. If it becomes necessary, I will send 
you another special news bulletin later on. In the meantime, a good 
source of timely information on late-breaking developments will be 
the W1AW bulletins. 

Let’s all pull together on this one!

DX: WHERE DID YOU SAY IT WAS? 


By Bill Lando, W4DXL 

It has been brought to the attention of this writer that there is a 
great unfamiliarity among many hams, both older and newer 
operators, with the call signs of the DX stations reported in DX 
colums of this and other publications. 

One of the most fascinating aspects of amateur radio is, DX 
chasing. It goes on day and night. 24 golden hours per day. 
Depending on the band, what may be considered a poor catch on 
one band, may be close to the world’s record on another. Witness 
six and two meter DX? 

We shall confine the discussion to stations outside the continental 
limits of the USA and Canada. 

Contrary to generally-held opinion. vou do not have to be a fast 
C.W. operator to get your share of DX listed in our club bulletin, DX 
magazines, and Florida Skip. 

A prime requisite is the knowledge of prefixes, some geography, 
and a genuine desire to collect a nice list of stations and countries 
contacted. Prefixes are set up by international law, and will be 
found listed in the ARRL Handbook, the Call Book, DX 
publications, ham magazines, and some log books. 

Some prefixes are obvious, such as G, I, F, J, U, and derivatives 
of them. Other nations share two-letter prefixes. Examples are HA 
for Hungary, HB for Switzerland, HC for Ecuador, HI for 
Dominican Republic, HK for Colombia, HL for Korea, etc. We, of 
course, have a collection all our own — W, K, WA, WB, WN, and 
formerly KN — but the overseas calls we possess are puzzling to 
the non-DXer. Witness these: WH and KH in Hawaii, WP and KP in 
Puerto Rico, KC4, KC6, KG6, KM6, KJ6, KP6, KR6, and some KA 
calls, along with WL7 and KL7 in Alaska, KZ5, KV4, and KG4in the 
Caribbean. 

Success in DX chasing hinges on quick identification of the call 
signs while they are being transmitted during QSO’s, DX Tests, or 
CQ’s. It may be a fleeting moment that you may have to locate 
where the station is, and to make a fast adjustment of your 
frequency to get near the spot where the DX is. 

Secure a DX prefix map, or DX atlas or a zone map, issues by 
ARRL, the Call Book, and CQ respectively, and keep the Cwl Book 
handy for reference when you hear an unknown prefix. There is a 
certificate issued for WPX, awarded for contacting hundreds of 
prefixes. You can start earning your way to one of these coveted 
awards by patient listening and a thorough knowledge of ‘‘Where In 
The World Is It?”’ (HARC NEWSLETTER—WBA4TON) 


BOOK REVIEW: 
“CONFIDENTIAL 
FREQUENCY LIST”’ 


Although the title ‘‘Con- 
fidential Frequency List’’ 
sounds like a rather presump- 
tuous come-on, a_ glance 
through this fascinating new 
book by Robert B. Grove, 
reveals that the title is a rather 
conservative one! Page after 
page of thousands of frequen- 
cies and services unknown to all 
but those officially involved in. 
their operation are carefully 
listed. Most of the entries have 
been documented by dedicated 
monitoring. Dozens of sensitive 
services are printed for the 
public for the first time in 
compiled form, including CIA, 
military, point-to-point utilities, 
government agencies, aero- 
nautical, and a host of other 
classifications. For the teletype 
buff, a special section is in- 
cluded containing some 200 
sixty word-per-minute stations 
and operating frequencies, 
for the experimenter, an 
exhaustive list of standard 
stations and their locations is 
included; it would seem that 
WWYV isn’t the only carrier on 
10MHZ! Occasionally the short 
wave listener will encounter a 
sideband station which seems to 
be transmitting a broadcast 
program; according to Grove, 
these are usually feeder station 
of the Voice of America or 
Radio Free Europe. Naturally, 
the book also has a large 
collection of these frequencies 
as well. 

All in all, unless the listener 
has the time, money, and 
patience to wade through the 
ITU master list of worldwide 
frequencies printed in Swit- 
zerland, Grove’s book appears 
to be the most useful, concise, 
and accurate collection of 
fascinating listing available on 
the market today.
